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F.  L.  Hovde,  Tenth  President  of  Purdue 
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Real  Education  Continues  for  Life 
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President  Fred  L.  Hovdc,  as  prcxy  of  our  University,  has 
centered  his  interests  around  the  promotion  of  campus 
activities  to  develop  the  resources  of  the  student  body.  Presi- 
dent Hovde  has  encouraged  the  improvement  of  University 
facilities,  both  recreational  and  instructional,  to  aid  the  stu- 
dents in  more  fully  realizing  the  ways  and  means  of  educating 
themselves.  Through  his  efforts  the  graduate  school  has  been 
improved  and  Purdue's  influence  and  services  have  been 
extended  to  the  people  and  educators  of  the  state. 

Although  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  is  his  home  town. 
President  Hovde  attended  elementary  and  high  school  in 
Devil's  Lake,  North  Dakota.  He  became  an  outstanding 
gridiron  star  in  high  school  and  was  also  a  member  of  the 
basketball  team.  While  attending  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota, he  was  a  member  of  Tau  Beta  Pi,  national  engineering 
scholastic  honorary,  and  Phi  Delta  Theta,  national  social 
fraternity.  He  distinguished  himself  in  the  sports  world  by 
being  named  all-conference  quarterback.  Upon  graduating 
with  a  degree  in  chemistry,  he  was  awarded  a  Rhodes  Schol- 
arship. Taking  advantage  of  this,  he  completed  his  master's 
degree  in  chemistry  at  Oxford,  England.  At  Oxford  he  found 
time  to  compete  in  rugby  and  was  honored  by  being  one  of 
the  few  Americans  to  receive  the  Oxford  Blue  for  English 
rugby  football. 

President  Hovde  was  on  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  for  four  years.  Following  this  position  he  became 
Assistant  to  the  President  of  the  University  of  Rochester  in 
New  York.  In  1941  he  was  chosen  by  President  Roosevelt 
to  go  to  England  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  program 
of  scientific  research  collaboration  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain.  In  1942,  as  an  executive  assistant  in  the 
National  Defence  Research  Committee,  he  was  the  head  of 
the  research  and  development  of  rocket  warfare. 

In  his  limited  free  time  President  Hovdc  enjoys  playing 
bridge  or  golf.  As  a  spectator  he'll  choose  a  first  ba.se  seat  for 
any  major  league  baseball  game.  As  we  would  expect  from 
his  own  record,  our  prcxy  is  an  avid  football  fan. 

Foremost  in  President  Hovdc's  mind  is  the  administration 
of  science  by  the  University  to  help  retain  our  American 
way  of  life.  At  the  end  of  his  fifth  year  as  head  man  at 
Purdue,  he  seems  well  on  his  way  to  accomplishing  just 
that. 


President  Hovde  spends  much  of  his  time  in  the  Rocket  Lab 
here  at  Purdue.  During  World  War  II  he  was  in  charge  of  the 
rocket  bomb  development,  and  recently  he  completed  two  years 
as  chairman  of  a  joint  armed  services  committee  devoted  to 
rocket  arms  development. 
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Allison  E.  Stuart 

Appointed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1940,  Allison  Stuart 
succeeded  to  its  presidency  in  1946.  Mr.  Stuart  received  his 
law  degree  from  Northwestern  University.  A  member  of  the 
Stuart,  Devol,  Branigan,  Ball  and  Ricks  law  firm,  he  has 
served  as  legal  counsel  to  the  University  for  the  last  15  years. 
Mr.  Stuart's  hobby  is  farming  and  livestock  production,  and 
he  was  at  one  time  a  director  and  vice-president  of  the 
American  Hereford  Cattle  Breeders  Association. 


Board  of  Trustees 

The  over-all  governing  board  of  the  University  is  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Established  in  1865,  the  board  consists 
of  nine  members.

F.  C.  Hockema,  Vice-President  and  E.xecutive  Dean  of 
the  University,  is  a  Purdue  graduate  of  1918.  While  at  school 
he  was  a  member  of  Tau  Beta  Pi,  national  engineering 
honorary,  and  Pi  Tau  Sigma,  national  mechanical  engineer- 
ing honorary.  Dean  Hockema  acts  for  the  President  in 
student  and  academic  affairs.

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Best  Teacher  and  Leather  Medal  Award 


Each  spring  at  the  Sigma  Dflta  Chi  Gridiron  Banquet  the 
Leather  Medal  Award  is  given  to  the  man  who  makes  the 
greatest  contribution  to  the  welfare,  success,  and  reputation 
of  Purdue  Uni\'crsity. 

In  1921  this  medal  was  first  awarded  to  Stanley  Coulter 
from  whom  our  Biology  building  received  its  name.  It  has 
been  given  to  an  outstanding  Purdue  man  every  year  since 
that  time.  After  a  careful  screening  process,  the  SDX  mem- 
bers choose  the  recipient.  This  award  is  one  of  the  highest 
that  a  campus  organization  can  pay  to  a  Purdue  man. 


The  ability  of  the  instructor  to  present  material  in  a  clear 
concise  manner  helps  to  determine  the  success  of  a  course. 
Every  year  in  April  Sigma  Delta  Chi  selects  a  Purdue  staff 
member  for  the  Best  Teacher  Award. 

The  award  is  based  upon  nominations  made  by  the  stu- 
dents, and  was  first  given  to  Professor  J.  A.  Eastly  in  1938. 
The  teacher's  ability  to  convey  the  subject  material,  his 
personal  appearance,  his  sense  of  humor,  and  his  ability  to 
get  along  with  his  pupils  are  the  factors  which  determine 
the  person  selected  as  best  teacher  of  the  year. 


Professor  A.  N.  Topping 

"The  best  of  Purdue's  good  teachers,"  was  the  title  given 
to  Professor  A.  N.  Topping  at  the  presentation  of  SDX's 
Best  Teacher  Medallion.  Professor  Topping  served  the  Uni- 
versity from  1903  to  1949,  longer  than  any  other  Purdue 
teacher.  He  retired  for  the  third  time  in  May  of  1949  after 
being  called  back  twice  during  his  teaching  career. 

Professor  Topping  taught  EE  subjects  in  a  way  that  the 
student  could  understand.  His  enthusiastic  manner  and  his 
sincere,  warm  interest  in  the  people  with  whom  he  was 
associated  will  never  be  forgotten  by  his  students. 
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Professor  F.  L.  Cason 

The  Leather  Medal  .^ward  of  1949  was  given  to  Lynn 
Cason,  head  of  the  Purdue  Alumni  Placement  Service.  Pro- 
fessor Cason  has  performed  a  threefold  contribution  to  the 
University.  He  \vas  instrumental  in  the  founding  and  organi- 
zation of  the  alumni  placement  service;  he  has  achieved 
success  in  increasing  the  student's  awareness  of  the  oppor- 
tunities of  the  sei-vice;  and  he  has  widened  Purdue's  contact 
with  industry.  Purdue  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  a 
capable  man  on  its  staff. 
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Aeronautical  Engineering 


Purdue  ranks  high  among  the  universities  of  the  nation  in  its  extensive 
aeronautics  curricula.  In  recent  years,  the  course  of  study  has  been 
expanded  to  include  a  thorough  training  in  the  various  engineering 
sciences  and  in  the  general  field  of  aviation  business.  The  two  main 
divisons  are:  air  transportation  and  aeronautical  engineering.  In  the 
air  transportation  curriculum  the  student  can  specialize  in  airport  or 
flight  operations,  airiine  management,  and  administration.  Aeronautical 
engineering  includes  airplane  design  and  the  aircraft  power  plant  option. 

The  Purdue  School  of  Aeronautics  rests  its  supervision  in  the  capable  hands 
of  Professor  E.  F.  Bruhn.  A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  Professor 
Bruhn    has    headed    the    aero    school    since    its    official    establishment    in    1945. 
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Chemical  and 
Metallurgical  Engineering 

Preparation  for  technical,  commercial,  sales,  or  executive  positions 
in  the  chemical  and  metallurgical  industry,  as  well  as  in  the  application 
of  the  manufacturing  process,  is  the  basis  of  the  School  of  Chemical  and 
Metallurgical  Engineering.  Branches  of  study  in  mineralogy,  geology, 
physical  and  production  metallurgy,  metallography,  and  organic  tech- 
nology aid  in  this  preparation.  Unlimited  fields  of  engineering  research 
may  be  sought  and  studied  by  those  men  who  are  not  satisfied  with 
present  discoveries  and  developments. 

Professor  R.  N.  Shreve,  Dean  of  the  Chemical  and  Metallurgical  School,  is 
well  known  for  his  collection  of  semi-precious  stones.  He  has  given  numerous 
lectures  and   exhibits  on   his   unusual   hobby. 
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Civil  Engineering 


Advancement  of  modern  construction  methods  are  endlessly  sought 
by  civil  engineers.  Purdue  has  established  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
qualified  School  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Engineering  Mechanics.  The 
curriculum  provides  theoretical  and  practical  work  in  the  three  options: 
general,  sanitation,  and  construction.  Divisions  in  highways,  sanitation, 
and  structural  engineering,  with  instructional  laboratories  in  material 
testing,  soil  mechanics,  and  Ross  Camp  for  surveying,  supplements  the 
curriculum.  Through  this  systematic  approach  our  future  engineers 
will  aid  the  program  of  development. 


Professor  R.  B.  Wiley  is  outstanding  in  the  field  of  Civil  Engineering.  Through 
his  efforts  the  high  standards  of  the  Civil  Engineering  curriculum  are  main- 
tained and  kept  up-to-date. 
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Electrical  Engineering 

The  Electrical  Engineering  School,  which  is  the  largest  undcr- 
(rraduate  school  in  the  world  in  this  field,  is  being  expanded  even 
more  to  meet  the  demand  of  growth  in  enrollment.  The  school  is 
divided  into  two  options,  power  and  commuTiications.  New  equip- 
ment has  been  set  up  in  the  Duncan  Memorial  High-Voltagc 
laboratory  to  further  the  study  of  electronics  and  control.  The 
apparatus  pictured  is  a  demonstration  board  and  a  portion  of  a 
Gcigcr  counter,  which  is  used  for  experimentation  in  the  com- 
munications option. 

Professor  D.  D.  Ewine;,  head  of  the  EE  school,  was  given  the  honor  of 
presenting  the  Edison  medal  to  the  outstanding  electrical  engineer  of 
this  year  at  the  ATEE  convention  in  New  York. 


Mechanical  Engineering 

The  Mechanical  Engineering  School  is  divided  into  the  industrial 
and  the  general  options.  The  changing  demands  of  industry  are  met 
by  a  flexibility  permitted  in  selecting  a  certain  area  of  study.  Graduate 
students  can  specialize  in  such  fields  as  machine  design  and  thermo- 
dynamics. 

Intricate  machines,  which  are  intriguing  but  quite  confusing  to  the 
majority  of  us,  are  used  by  the  students.  The  internal  combustion 
machine,  which  is  shown,  helps  them  with  many  principles  and  applica- 
tions of  mechanics  which  are  essential  in  their  studies. 


H.  L.  Solberg,  who  is  Dean  of  the  Mechanical  Engineering  School,  has  broad- 
ened the  curricula  and  research  of  the  school  to  coincide  with  the  rapid  ex- 
pansion of  its  classrooms  and  laboratories. 
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Agriculture 


Milk  that  the  Purdue  Dairy  sells  to  students  and  residents 
of  West  Lafayette  is  pure,  safe,  and  clean.  The  testing  of 
dairy  products  and  the  preparation  of  milk,  ice  cream,  sher- 
bcrt,  and  ices  for  market  are  studied  by  the  student  in  dairy 
husbandry.  Poultry,  dairy  husbandry,  dVid  horticulture 
are  only  a  few  of  the  departments  in  the  School  of  Agricul- 
ture. The  experimental  farms  directed  by  Purdue's  Ag  de- 
partment arc  used  for  continuous  research  in  finding  new 
methods  and  better  products  for  farmers.  The  Extension 
Service  prints  the  results  of  these  experiments  in  bulletins 
which  are  available  to  the  public.  Agriculture  is  not  only  a 
certain  future  occupation,  but  the  Ag  graduate  knows  he 
w  ill  play  a  vital  part  in  producing  America's  food  supply. 


Dean  Harry  J.  Reed  is  the  head  of  the  School 
of  Agriculture  and  the  director  of  the  Agriculture 
Experiment   Station   and   the   Extension   Service. 
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Forestry 


>- 


The  Purdue  Department  of  Forestry  offers  many  opportunities 
to  its  students.  The  aim  of  the  department  is  to  give  the  student 
a  broad  training  in  the  fundamental  concepts  of  his  chosen  field. 

Professional  instruction  is  designed  to  train  the  student  in  the 
management  of  non-agricultural  lands.  First  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  timber  production,  but  the  closely  allied  fields  of  game  man- 
agement, forest  recreation,  and  soil  and  water  conservation  are 
also  included.  Graduates  of  this  school  are  qualified  for  positions 
in  several  of  the  many  phases  of  the  wood-using  industries. 


Professor  Martell  is  well  known  for  his  work  in  the  profession  of  forestry 
and  has  been  at  Purdue  since  1940.  He  is  head  of  the  Department  of 
Forestry  and   is   the  supervisor  of  the  forestry  and  conservation  unit. 
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Home  Economics 


The  School  of  Home  Economics  offers  training  and  opportunity 
for  the  future  career  girl  or  homemaker.  The  first  year  plan  of 
study  gives  the  coed  an  over-all  picture  of  the  many  fields  of  home 
economy.  Following  this  introduction  she' may  choose  to  master 
her  p's  and  q's  in  institutional  management,  clothing  and  textile 
merchandising  or  research,  dietetics,  or  housing.  Combining  lab- 
oratory practice  with  classroom  theory,  the  school  insures  the  grad- 
uate of  a  thorough  practical  background  in  her  chosen  field. 


Dean  Mary  L.  Matthews,  head  of  the  School  of  Home  Economics,  is 
very  interested  in  her  work  and  is  continually  trs'ing  to  improve  the 
Home  Ec  school.  The  enviable  nation-wide  reputation  of  this  school 
is  proof  of  the  success  of  her  efforts. 
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PharmacY 


Clarence,  the  custodian  of  the  Pharmacy  building,  exemplifies  the 
aim  of  every  Pharmacy  student:  to  serve  the  customer  with  efficiency 
and  a  smile. 

Besides  memorizing  thousands  of  formulas  contained  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopea  and  the  National  Formulary,  the  Pharmacy  stu- 
dents gain  practical  experience  by  filling  prescriptions  ordered  by  the 
Student  Health  Service.  In  addition  to  his  Pharmacy  degree,  the  grad- 
uate receives  a  registered  pharmacist's  license,  which  allows  the  dispen- 
sation of  medicine. 

Dean  Glenn  L.  Jenkins,  one  of  the  leaders  in  his  field,  is  head  of  the  Pharmao 
School  on  Purdue's  campus.  Dean  Jenkins  is  President  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  .Association  and  is  interested  in  the  syntheses  of  organic 
medieval  products. 


Physical  Education 

To  most  of  us  the  Physical  Education  Division  mians  athletics,  but 
in  reality  the  division  ofTcrs  teacher  preparation  in  three  options  which 
are  comparable  to  any  offered  in  the  country  today.  Physical  education 
and  coaching  places  equal  emphasis  on  regular  gymnastic  action,  health 
and  safety  instruction,  and  coaching  of  varsity  sports;  community  and 
industrial  recreation  stresses  group  activity,  both  athletic  and  social  in 
nature;  and  remedial  physical  education  consists  of  planning  activities 
for  physical  rehabilitation  of  handicapped  individuals. 


Guy  J.  (Rrd)  Mackey,  the  presrnt  dirrrtor  of  the  Physical  Education  de- 
partment, is  a  Purdue  graduate  of  1929.  Prior  to  his  promotion  in  1942, 
Red's  duties  were  that  of  administrative  assistant  to  the  director. 
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Science 


The  School  of  Science  offers  to  students  a  more  liberal  education 
than  that  offered  by  the  more  technical  schools.  Certain  fundamental 
subjects  are  required,  but  both  elementary  and  advanced  courses  are 
offered  in  such  options  as  mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  biology, 
psychology,  education,  English,  foreign  languages,  pre-medicine,  and 
pre-law. 

The  Liberal  Science  program  offers  a  general  intellectual  background 
plus  specialized  vocational  training. 

Dean  W.  L.  Ayres  has  been  recognized  this  year  by  the  publishers  of  Who's 
Who  m  their  newest  volume  Who  Knows  and  What  for  his  work  in  the  fields 
of  topology,  real  functions,  and  ballistics. 
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Education 


The  School  of  Education,  a  division  of  the  School  of  Science,  in- 
cludes three  major  fields.  Education  provides  special  training  for 
our  future  teachers;  sociology  is  offered  to  social  science  majors;  and 
psychology  courses  are  available  to  those  interested  in  obtaining  a 
clinical  or  industrial  background. 

The  Manual  Dexterity  Tests  are  a  part  of  the  program  carried 
on  by  the  educational  psychology  division  to  increase  the  effective- 
ness of  education.  The  Student  Opinion  Polls,  which  measure  the 
reactions  of  students  to  new  classroom  methods,  are  given  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  state  schools.  In  addition  to  these  activities,  the 
pride  and  joy  of  the  division  is  the  most  complete  vision  lab  in  the 
country.

Also  under  Student  Union  operation  are  the  various 
recreational  rooms  throughout  the  building.  The  Music

The  Student  Council  serves  as  an  acting  reflection  of 
student  sentiment  at  the  University.  Resembling  the  rep- 
resentative national  government,  the  Council  is  organized 
into  two  branches,  the  Assembly  and  the  Executive  Board. 
The  Assembly  is  comparable  to  the  United  States  House 
of  Representatives.

Social  events  played  an  important  part  in  the  PIA  mem- 
ber's life.  Trade  dances  with  coed  residences,  plus  bridge 
and  pingpong  tournaments  provided  entertainment  and 
relaxation  for  the  book-weai^y.  Movies  of  the  out-of-town 
football  games  were  sponsored  for  the  stay-at-home 
students. 

Spruced  up  in  Dogpatch  style,  the  Purdue  Daisy  Maes 
caught  their  L'l  Abners  for  the  traditional  "Sadie  Haw- 
kins" dance.  They  previously  had  improved  their  two-step 
in  a  PIA  dance  class  to  the  tune  of  wire  recordings  made 
especially  for  the  classes  by  John  Arsdale,  a  former  PIA 
Arthur  Murray. 

Becoming  literary,  the  association  published  an  etiquette 
book,  "Pardon  Me,"  to  help  the  campus  ed  polish  up  his 
do's  and  don'ts.  Written  strictly  for  Purdue,  the  pamphlet 
stresses  etiquette  traditions  which  deal  with  campus  pro- 
priety. Dating,  table  manners,  and  such  hints  as  the  suit 
and  tie  rule  in  the  Music  Hall  are  in  black  and  white.

Activities  Bures| 


Serving  as  a  coordinating  body  for  the  many  campus  or- 
ganizations, the  Activities  Bureau  files  the  history,  records, 
and  organizational  plans  of  all  University  activities.  At 
Orientation  the  bewildered  freshmen  can  learn  the  func- 
tions and  purposes  of  these  from  the  activity  section  which 
the  Bureau  compiles  for  the  Purdue  Handbook.  To  further 
interest  the  freshmen  in  WRH  and  Gary  Hall,  the  Bureau 
introduces  leaders  of  campus  organizations  early  in  the  fall 
semester.  To  let  the  student  know  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  campus  leaders  who  head  these  activities,  the  Bureau 
publishes  an  Activities  Head  List  which  is  distributed  to  all 
the  residences. 

Fostering  interest  for  the  benefit  of  both  the  organiza- 
tions and  the  campus  living  units,  the  Bureau  sponsors  the 
Activities  Participation  Contest.  The  Bureau  consults  the 
chairman  in  each  house  and  approves  campus  activities  in 
which  the  students  can  earn  credit.  The  group  whose  mem- 
bers have  chalked  up  the  most  working  hours  and  achieve- 
ment are  awarded  one  of  the  two  permanent  trophies: 
one  to  the  men's  residence  and  the  other  to  the  women's. 

Campus  organizations  aren't  the  only  ones  who  benefit 
from  the  Bureau's  program;  providing  student  services  isi 
another  import  function.  To  avoid  conflicts  of  social 
events,  the  Bureau  with  the  help  of  the  Office  of  Student  i 
Affairs  organizes  a  social  calendar.  The  travel  bureau, 
which  provides  train  schedules  and  arranges  rides,  solves 
the  student's  transportation  headaches  at  vacation  time. 
The  absentminded  ed  who  leaves  his  pen  in  bio  class,  can 
claim  it  at  the  office's  lost  and  found  desk.  The  paint  brush 
workers  at  the  Bureau  furnish  a  poster  service  for  the 
campus;  mimeographing,  typing,  and  gift  wrapping  are 
also  done  for  reasonable  rates.

Bill  Keefe  returned  from  Northwestern  last  year  with  an 
idea  for  a  new  project  for  the  Activities  Bureau;  Purdue 
was  to  be  the  fourth  Big  Ten  university  to  produce  a 
recorded  album  of  the  year's  outstanding  student  activities. 
As  Boyd  Humphrey  wrote  the  narration  and  the  tape 
recordings  were  cut,  the  Bureau  turned  their  brainchild 
over  to  the  Intercollegiate  Recording  Association  which 
pressed  the  new  voice  of  Purdue  in  three  12-inch  unbreak- 
able records. 

Late  in  the  fall  semester  representatives  from  ECPO,  the 
organization  formed  to  publicize  and  sell  the  recordings  on 
the  campus,  exhibited  their  wares  to  the  University  resi- 
dents. In  reality  the  playing  time  is  a  short  twenty-four 
minutes,  yet  a  memorable  year  is  relived  in  those  few 
moments.

As  any  other  Purdue  student,  the  fraternity  man  needs  a 
[representative  governing  body.  Working  with  the  Fraternity 
Presidents'  Office,  FAO  answers  this  purpose  by  serving  as 
|a  governing  council  in  regulating  and  formulating  frater- 
nity policies.  The  FAO's  jurisdiction  includes  fraternity 
irush,  pledging,  scholarship,  sports,  and  public  relations 
activities.  Fraternities  have  their  problems,  and  the  FAO 
council  serves  as  a  judicial  board  in  settling  these  problems. 
To  promote  interfraternity  friendship  the  office  sponsors 
inter-house  sports  competition  and  social  tournaments  from 
bridge  to  bowling.  The  IF  Ball,  a  campus  tradition,  is 
jplanned  by  the  Fraternity  Presidents'  Council;  but  without 
FAO  the  plans  could  not  be  accomplished.  These  organi- 
izations  also  cooperate  in  handling  Greek  Week  functions. 

A  new  rush  program  was  introduced  and  regulated  by 
FAO  this  year.  This  plan  included  a  freshman  registration 
during  the  first  week  of  the  fall  semester  for  all  men  inter- 
ested in  fraternity  affiliation.  An  organized  smoker  supplied 
knowledge  of  fraternity  functions  and  principles.

This  is  the  DEBRIS  business  staff,  the  group  of  adding 
machine  slaves  and  budget  balancers  who  were  responsible 
for  earning  $42,000  to  produce  the  largest  DEBRIS  ever 
published.  After  hours  of  selling  in  back  of  the  Armory, 
typing  sales  reports,  and  mailing  page  assessment  bills,  we 
can  file  our  accounting  ledgers  and  sales  books  until  next 
year. 

Our  principal  sources  of  income  were  page  assessments 
photography,  and  book  sales.  By  selling  4800  copies,  a 
record  sales  income,  we  were  able  to  charge  student  organi- 
zations 30  per  cent  less  for  their  pages  in  the  DEBRIS 
than  the  average  college  yearbook.  Our  major  expenses 
were  printing,  engraving,  covers,  and  publicity;  as  well  as 
supplies  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

The  business  staff,  in  addition  to  selling  books  through 
110  salesmen,  handled  picture  sales,  publicity,  and  social 
affairs.  Sales  campaigns  were  organized,  financial  reports 
were  prepared,  and  finally  during  the  first  of  June  the  big 
job  of  book  distribution  was  completed.

Deciding  the  HL-wspaper's  editorial  policy  and  echoing 
the  voice  of  the  campus  is  the  chief  hcadaclie  of  the  four 
senior  eds,  although  each  is  responsible  for  a  specific  sec- 
tion. The  junior  staff  members  are  actually  responsible 
for  each  individual  paper,  for  each  day  means  an  entirely 
different  paper — different  content,  make-up,  and  head- 
lines. At  three  in  the  afternon  the  city  editor  goes  on  duty 
to  assign  stories  suggested  by  the  news  editor.  After  the 
articles  go  through  the  hands  of  the  copy  editor  for  gram- 
matical corrections  and  verifications  of  style,  the  night 
editor  takes  over,  assigns  a  head  for  each  article  and  fits 
it  into  the  layout  plan  of  his  pages.  Thus  the  eds  crack  the 
whip  to  keep  the  workers  and  roving  reporters  on  the  job. 
They  may  haggle  over  commas  or  completely  mutilate  an 
article,  but  their  finished  product  is  news.

In  1908  out  ill  the  timber  country  at  the  University  of 
Washington,  Xi  Sigma  Pi  was  founded.

Radio  Station  WBAA 


One  of  the  most  interesting  places  on  campus  is  WBAA, 
our  University  radio  station,  which  is  located  on  the  lower 
level  of  the  Hall  of  Music.  WBAA  enjoys  the  distinction  of 
being  Indiana's  first  radio  station.  In  1910  Purdue  Uni- 
versity established  the  station  as  a  weak,  infant  broadcast- 
ing unit  with  21  watts.  Over  a  period  of  forty  years  it  has 
grown  to  boast  a  5,000  watt  signal. 

Students  who  enjoy  the  fun  and  experience  which  is 
provided  by  the  station  work  with  WBAA's  staff  of  six- 
teen full-time  members.  All  types  of  interest  for  the  stu- 
dents make  the  station  a  popular  activity,  for  the  work 
varies  from  dramatics,  announcing,  and  sound  effects  to 
engineering.  The  station  is  wholly  owned  and  non-com- 
mercially  operated  by  the  University  as  an  educational 
force  for  the  people  of  the  state  of  Indiana.  The  wide 
scope  of  programs  presented  ranges  from  pure  musical  en- 
tertainment through  news  analysis  and  includes  many 
varied  student-participation  programs.

More  than  100  students  answered  the  call-outs 
for  the  freshman  and  varsity  debating  teams  last 
fall,  and  almost  50  ended  the  busy  season  behind  the 
rostrum. 

The  varsity  verbal  battles  were  not  yet  fully  un- 
derway, when  the  debaters  played  host  to  the  In- 
diana-Michigan TKA  Regional  Conference  early 
last  fall.

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Religion  Is  an  Integral  Part  of  Campus  Life 


It  takes  more  than  activity,  social,  and  educational  life 
to  give  the  University  student  a  well-rounded  college 
career.  A  chain  of  keys  or  a  sLx  point  index  are  more 
valuable  to  the  student  who  also  is  active  religiously.  The 
campus  churches  play  an  important  part  in  fulfilling  and 
developing  the  religious  interests  of  each  student. 

Although  each  church  group  has  its  own  distinct  in- 
signia of  its  particular  denomination  and  follows  its  owti 
philosophy,  the  purpose  of  all  the  religious  organizations 
is  united.  Together  the  foundations  are  religious  homes 
for  their  members,  providing  worship  services,  recreational 
facilities,  and  service  projects.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  DEBRIS 
in  the  following  pages  to  give  a  complete  picture  of  reli- 
gious life  on  the  Purdue  campus.  We  show  all  faiths  plan- 
ning and  working  to  accomplish  their  task  of  student  re- 
ligious emphasis. 

Coordinating  the  efforts  of  all  the  churches,  the  Inter- 
faith  Council  promotes  spiritual  life,  character  develop- 
ment, and  churchmanship  to  sei-ve  the  One  God.  It's  mem- 
bers are  of  every  faith  and  denomination,  united  for  one 
goal. 


The  Interfaith  Council,  composed  of  three  representa- 
tives from  each  campus  religious  group,  began  its  task  of 
coordinating  the  religious  activities  last  fall  when  it  spon- 
sored the  Religion  in  Campus  Life  Week.  Although  a 
regular  occurrence  on  many  campuses,  a  religious  em- 
phasis week  has  not  been  featured  at  Purdue  for  many 
years.  Chairman  Dr.  Leigh  Wright  and  his  committee 
guided  the  faith  groups  through  an  inspirational  week  be- 
ginning with  a  Sunday  night  convocation  at  the  Hall  of 
Music  to  introduce  the  purpose  of  the  plan.  The  students 
were  given  a  more  personal  and  informal  view  of  campus 
church  life  when  Protestant,  Catholic,  and  Jewish  leaders 
spoke  in  residences.  The  week's  activities  were  summar- 
ized at  a  final  convocation. 

The  Council  docs  not  believe  that  a  student's  religious 
interests  can  be  fulfilled  during  one  week;  religion  must 
be  stressed  and  practiced  daily.  Therefore,  it  sponsors  Fire- 
side Chats  in  the  houses,  religious  movies,  and  an  inter- 
foundation  athletic  contest.  A  camp  for  freshman  boys 
has  been  an  active  project  since  the  '20s,  and  provides  rec- 
reation and  fellowship  for  175  to  190  boys.

Not  restricting  their  activities  to  the  campus,  the  Fel- 
lowship sent  a  delegate  to  a  European  youth  caravan, 
sponsored  delegates  to  national  student  religious  confer- 
ences, and  financed  a  Chinese  couple  who  are  working  on 
their  post-graduate  degrees  at  Purdue.

Hillel  Foundation 


Kappa  Beta,  a  national  organization  for  college  women, 
primarily  serves  to  help  each  girl  with  her  religious  prob- 
lems and  provides  a  bimonthly  meeting  place  for  faith 
discussion.  The  organization  also  includes  community 
service  projects  and  social  doings  in  its  program. 

The  younger  girls  in  the  Southside  Community  Center 
benefited  from  the  welfare  work  the  Kappa  Betas  accom- 
plished this  year.  The  college  girls  took  over  Brov^oiie  and 
Girl  Scout  troops  in  this  area,  assisted  permanent  Scout 
leaders,  taught  songs  and  group  dances,  and  helped  with 
Scout  badge  work.

Students  of  many  faiths  discover  common  interests  in 
the  varied  program.  The  Ansclm  Forum  gives  students  of 
every  race  and  creed  the  opportunity  to  have  programs  for 
better  understanding  and  friendship.  The  Graduate  and 
Undergraduate  Fellowships  give  the  married  student  a 
chance  to  actively  participate  in  the  social  and  religious 
projects  of  the  church.  Their  small  fry  are  cared  for  in 
the  nursery  or  if  older  receive  weekly  guidance  at  Sunday 
School.

Purdue  Jazz  Society 

"Man,  that  music  really  warms  the  heart  of  an  old  jazz 
lover."  Many  a  person  has  said  that  while  attending  a  jam 
session  sponsored  by  the  Purdue  Jazz  Society.  Two  Thurs- 
days a  month  the  Society  turns  its  meeting  into  sessions 
which  feature  the  Original  Peerless  Jazz  Band  and  the 
Boptet.  On  those  nights  the  tower  of  the  Union  vibrates 
alternately  with  the  tail-gate  trombone  of  Dixie  and  the 
flatted  fifth  of  bop. 

Jazz,  an  American  art  form,  has  had  its  ups  and  downs. 
Widely  accepted  and  played  in  the  20's,  the  form  became 
almost  unknown  in  the  early  30's.  Jazz  went  underground;  a 
few  fans  kept  the  spark  burning,  but  Jazz  was  strictly  a 
collector's  item.  With  the  advent  of  improved  recording 
techniques,  the  war,  and  bop,  interest  in  jazz  began  to 
increase.  Today  it  is  almost  as  popular  as  it  was  in  the 
Prohibition  Era. 

The  Jazz  Society  is  starting  its  third  year  of  promoting 
the  art  at  Purdue.  On  those  Thursdays  when  there  is  no 
jam  session,  members  discuss  this  American  music  and  the 
musicians  who  create  it.  The  Society  brings  widely  known 
artists  to  Purdue;  last  year  cornettist  Doc  Evans  and  his 
band  gave  a  two-hour  session  in  Fowler  Hall.  For  lovers 
of  Dixie  it  was  pure  joy;  for  the  Society  it  was  a  manifes- 
tation of  a  purpose :  to  foster  jazz.

Invented  in  the  United  States  in  1895,  the  game  of  volley- 
ball is  an  exciting  and  challenging  sport  to  young  and  old 
alike.

The  ROTC  is  the  principal  source  of  trained  Reserve 
Officers  for  our  Army.  The  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  molds  a  foundation  of  intelligent  citizenship  within 
the  student  and  at  the  same  time  prepares  him  for  military 
service  should  the  need  arise. 

The  pre-war  ROTC  Unit  at  Purdue  was  one  branch — 
Field  Artillei-y.  The  post-war  program  is  diversified  and 
offers  the  following  units  in  addition  to  Field  Artillery: 
Chemical  Corps,  Corps  of  Engineers,  Ordinance  Depart- 
ment, Signal  Corps,  and  Transportation  Corps.  These 
numerous  units  are  closely  related  to  the  various  schools 
at  Purdue  and  thus  parallel  and  complement  the  courses 
of  instruction  being  followed  and  the  careers  the  cadets 
are  preparing  for  in  civilian  life. 

Freshmen  and  Sophomores  are  required  to  take  military 
training  unless  properly  excused.  In  the  first  year  basic 
course  the  student  is  given  a  foundation  in  Leadership, 
Drill  and  Exercise  of  Command ;  Maps  and  Aerial  Photo- 
graphs; Evolution  of  Warfare;  National  Defense  Act;  and 
Mobilization  and  Demobilization.  As  Sophomores  and 
through  the  Advanced  Course,  the  student  specializes  in  the 
branch  of  his  own  selection,  while  at  the  same  time  receiv- 
ing general  instruction  applicable  to  all  student  officers. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  instructional  staff  to  give  the  cadets 
the  greatest  possible  freedom  in  exercising  command. 
This  develops  in  the  student  those  qualities  of  self-confi- 
dence, poise,  leadership,  and  command  so  necessary  for  suc- 
cess in  any  walk  of  life.

Colonel  John  B.  Horton,  at  Purdue  since  Januan'  1946, 
has  organized  and  executed  the  considerable  expansion  of 
the  post-war  ROTC.  Before  becoming  head  of  the  Militaiy 
Department,  the  Colonel  saw  sei-vice  in  the  European 
Theatre  as  Assistant  Corps  Artillery  Commander,  Eighth 
Corps,  and  Corps  Artillery  Commander  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Corps.

While  there  are  many  items  of  up-to-date  equipment  in 
the  Armory  for  practical  training  during  the  academic 
year,  emphasis  is  on  the  theoretical,  class  room  and  labora- 
tory types  of  training.  However,  at  the  end  of  their  Junior 
Year,  Advanced  students  attend  summer  camps.  Here  in 
the  field,  stress  is  placed  on  practical  work:  maneuvers,  fir- 
ing, and  operation  of  equipment  not  available  at  Purdue.

The  Air  Force  ROTC  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Boyer  has  completed  its  first  year  as  an  independent  unit. 
The  independence  of  the  unit  is  a  result  of  the  elevation 
of  the  Air  Force  to  a  level  of  equality  with  the  Army  and 
Navy.  Although  the  whole  AFROTC  program  is  divided 
into  seven  sections  of  training,  the  Purdue  unit  contains 
only  two  of  them :   communications  and  maintenance. 

The  curriculum  is  limited  to  engineering  and  physics 
students.  For  the  first  two  years  the  basic  program  is  the 
same  for  all  the  students:  two  hours  a  week  for  drill,  three 
hours  for  class  work.  The  cadets  are  given  an  intensified 
program  in  military  problems  from  basic  introductions  to 
military  science  to  instruction  in  applied  air  power.  During 
the  last  two  years  in  the  advanced  program,  the  student  is 
trained  in  his  specific  field,  either  communications  or  main- 
tenance. Between  his  junior  and  senior  years  the  cadet 
attends  summer  camp  where  he  learns  practical  applications 
of  his  theoretical  knowledge.  Upon  graduation  the  men  are 
commissioned  as  second  lieutenants  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve. 
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Rifle  Team 


The  present  Army  ROTC  Rifle  Team  became  active  soon 
after  World  War  I.  Activities  were  suspended  during  World 
War  II,  and  the  team  was  reorganized  in  1946.  In  1949 
the  activity  became  entirely  ROTC  personnel. 

There  are  two  types  of  matches  fired  by  the  team :  shoul- 
der to  shoulder  and  postal  matches.  The  matches  are  similar 
in  that  both  are  fired  from  a  distance  of  fifty  feet  at  a 
target  on  which  the  maximum  ring  count  is  .22  inches  in 
diameter.  Time  limit  is  ten  minutes  per  ten  shots  on  both 
types,  but  here  the  similarity  ends.  The  postals  are  fired  on 
each  team's  home  range.  Certified  copies  are  then  ex- 
changed by  mail.  In  the  shoulder  to  shoulder  type,  firing 
is  done  on  the  same  range,  thus  the  pressure  increases  as 
each  order  fires.  The  team  has  done  well  in  National 
Intercollegiate  Matches.

Click,  clack,  hep  !  These  are  the  familiar  sounds  issuing 
from  a  Zouave  drill  team  at  work.  Their  colorful  uniforms, 
their  double  cadence,  and  their  air  of  silence  combine  to 
produce  a  thrilling  spectacle.  The  Zouaves  arc  probably  the 
Hncst  amateur  rifle  drill  team  in  the  country.  Each  year 
they  compete  with  professional  teams  in  the  Pershing  Rifle 
Team  Contest,  where  they  arc  always  outstanding. 

The  Purdue  Order  of  Zouaves  was  founded  on  the  cam- 
pus in  1927  by  a  group  of  military  students  interested  in 
exhibition  drilling.  The  organization  took  its  name  from  the 
French  Zouaves  unit  in  Africa,  which  was  a  highly  trained 
group  of  riflemen  who  specialized  in  fancy  drill.  Each  fall 
prospective  Zouaves  are  given  a  series  of  tests  and  go 
through  a  short  training  period.  The  men  who  have  ac- 
quired a  knack  for  exhibition  drilling  are  then  pledged. 

Combining  excellent  coordination  with  snappy  uniforms,  these  Zou- 
aves perform  with  rhythm  seldom  equaled  by  professionals.

Scabbard  and  Blade  sponsors  a  drill  team, 
rifle  team,  and  pistol  team.  These  units  perform  in  compe- 
tition with  similar  units  throughout  the  Midwest. 

Here  at  Purdue  one  of  the  outstanding  traditions  of 
Scabbard  and  Blade  is  the  presentation  of  the  fall  pledge 
class  at  the  Military  Ball,  where  the  pledges  lead  the  grand 
march  through  the  arch  of  sabers.

Captain  J.  C.  Woclfcl,  as  head  of  the  NROTC  unit  at 
Purdue,  has  the  job  of  providing  officers  for  the  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  and  their  Reserves.  The  demand  for  naval 
leaders  is  so  great  that  the  job  traditionally  entrusted  to 
Annapolis  is  being  shared  by  fifty-two  college  units  over  the 
country. 

The  men  in  this  program  are  either  Regular  or  Contract 
students.  The  former  receive  a  four-year  education  at  Gov- 
ernment expense,  become  Ensigns  upon  graduation,  and 
serve  in  active  service  for  three  years.  The  latter  receive 
naval  training,  become  Ensigns,  but  must  serve  actively 
only  in  case  of  national  emergency. 

The  student  may  follow  a  course  of  study  leading  to  any 
degree  he  wishes;  he  is  required,  however,  to  take  certain 
naval  courses  offered  by  the  department.  He  must  take 
three  summer  cruises  (only  one  for  Contract  students) 
where  he  receives  a  taste  of  actual  service  at  sea.

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Naval  Cadet  Training 


On  Thursday  afternoons  the  cadets  of  the  NROTC  don 
their  blue  uniforms  and  drill  behind  the  Naval  Armory. 
This  is  one  phase  of  a  training  program  which  enables 
college  students  to  obtain  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  and 
a  commission  in  the  Navy  at  the  same  time.

A  most  appealing  feature  of  the  NROTC  program  is  the 
summer  cruise.  Each  summer  the  men  of  this  group  arc 
sent  to  various  domestic  training  bases  or  foreign  ports  in 
order  to  supplement  with  actual  sea  experience  the  knowl- 
edge obtained  on  the  land  during  the  school  year.  Each 
member  of  the  Naval  ROTC  is  required  to  go  on  one  cruise 
if  he  is  a  Contract  student  and  on  three  if  he  is  a  Rcgidar 
student. 

The  cruises  are  usually  divided  into  two  groups.  Last 
summer  the  Seniors  and  So]3homores  comprised  one  section, 
while  the  Juniors  formed  the  other.  The  first  of  these  groups 
was  sent  to  several  Pacific  coast  ports  for  gunnery  and 
amphibious  training,  spending  some  time  at  San  Diego  and 
Long  Beach.  While  sailing  .south  across  the  Ecjuator  for  the 
first  time,  the  "pollywogs"  were  initiated  into  the  Ancient 
Order  of  the  Deep. 

The  other  group  spent  the  first  part  of  their  cruise  at 
Little  Creek,  Virginia,  for  amphibious  training,  and  then 
went  to  Pensacola  for  aviation  instruction.  This  was  mainly 
a  classroom  indoctrination  on  the  theory  of  naval  flying.

Much  of  the  naval  students'  training  is  acquired  outside  the  class- 
room.

The  Military  Band  is  a  branch  of  the  ROTC  at  Purdue  and  has 
military  organization.  A  staff  of  eleven  commissioned  officers,  selected 
from  outstanding  upperclassmen  in  the  Band,  assists  Professor  Emrick  in 
the  discharge  of  the  many  administrative  details  incident  to  the  smooth 
functioning  of  an  organization  of  this  size.  The  commissioned  officers  in 
turn  are  assisted  in  the  perform.ance  of  their  duties  by  a  staff  of  non- 
commissioned officers.  All  freshmen  in  the  Band  serve  on  one  of  the 
several  duty  details,  and  those  showing  superior  ability  are  appointed  to 
the  non-commissioned  ranks.

One  of  the  best  known  representatives  of  Purdue  through- 
out the  land  is  the  Purdue  Military  Band  and  its  leader, 
Professor  P.  S.  "Spots"  Emrick.  Through  the  years  the  band 
has  earned  the  title  of  "All-American,"  and  it  is  constantly 
striving  to  improve  and  retain  this  title. 

The  first  organization,  formed  in  1896,  consisted  of  fifteen 
men  who  had  to  furnish  their  own  uniforms  and  instru- 
ments and  pay  their  own  expenses.  Eventually  the  financial 
problems  of  being  a  bandsman  were  solved  and  in  1902  the 
enrollment  rose  to  fifty  men. 

Professor  Emrick  was  elected  leader  in  1905  when  he  was 
a  sophomore  in  the  school  of  Electrical  Engineering,  and 
smce  that  time  the  band  has  risen  to  its  present  position 
of  prominence  under  his  capable  direction. 


The  Military  Band  is  a  branch  of  the  ROTC  and  under- 
classmen may  substitute  it  for  the  basic  ROTC  courses. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  Professor  Emrick,  upperclass- 
men  may  enroll  in  the  advanced  band  courses  and  continue 
to  receive  University  credit  for  them. 

During  the  past  year  the  band  accompanied  the  football 
team  to  three  out  of  town  games — Michigan,  Northwestern, 
and  Indiana — as  well  as  performing  at  all  of  the  home  foot- 
ball and  basketball  games  and  pep  sessions.  During  the 
winter  the  Symphonic  Band  gave  a  series  of  concerts 
throughout  the  State  and  provided  music  at  the  commence- 
ments. In  the  spring  the  Marching  Band  was  reunited  and 
represented  the  University  at  the  500  Mile  Auto  Races  in 
Indianapolis.

Purdue  Drops  Conference  Opener  to  NIT,  20-6 


Although  losing  20-6  in  the  season's  opener  at  Evanston, 
the  Boilermaker  squad  looked  impressive  throughout  the 
contest.  The  Riveters  started  the  game  right  by  scoring  the 
first  Big  Ten  touchdown  and  led  the  vaunted  Wildcats  of 
Northwestern  into  the  second  quarter.  This  lead  held  until 
late  in  the  second  period  when  the  Evanston  boys  pushed 
over  a  score.  Their  placement  was  good  and  the  half-time 
score  stood  7-6  Northwestern. 


The  third  quarter  told  the  tale  as  the  Purdue  line  weak- 
ened, allowing  Northwestern  to  score  twice  on  long  ground- 
gaining  plays.  Purdue's  attack  was  strong  throughout  the 
game,  as  evidenced  by  the  eleven  first  downs  they  made, 
one  less  than  NU.  However,  the  Boilermakers  had  trouble 
at  the  twenty-yard  line ;  they  drove  inside  the  danger  stripe 
several  times  but  once  there  were  unable  to  move.

Boilermakers  Succumb  to  Iowa  Power,  21-7 


Iowa's  speed  and  passing  proved  the  downfall  of  the 
Holcombmen  in  the  Boilermakers'  first  home  game  of  the 
season.  But  the  21-7  loss  was  accomplished  through  no 
fault  of  John  Kerestes.  Big  John  outrushed  the  whole 
Iowa  team  as  he  piled  up  155  yards  in  just  24  tries.  Harry 
Szulborski  saw  action  for  the  first  time  of  the  season  but 
was  limited  to  about  four  plays. 


In  spite  of  the  Boilermakers'  determined  efforts,  the 
Hawkeycs'  tight  defensive  wall  within  their  ten-yard  line 
stopped  Purdue  marches  there  three  times.

After  the  intermission  the  Boilermakers  managed  to  score 
twice,  becoming  the  only  team  except  Southern  Methodist 
to  score  two  touchdowns  on  Notre  Dame  this  season. 
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Most  people  are  resigned  to  the  fact  that  Notre  Dame  is 
going  to  win  regardless  of  whom  they  play  or  where  they 
play  them.  Fielding  eleven  Ail-Americans  is  the  dream  of 
any  coach,  and  Frank  Leahy  almost  had  that  dream  come 
true  this  year.  Sitko,  Hart,  Martin,  Williams,  Coutre:  what 
more  could  you  want?  The  final  score  was  Purdue,  12, 
Notre  Dame  35.

Playing  their  best  all-around  football  of  the  season, 
Purdue  spoiled  the  Gopher  Homecoming  by  a  13-7  score, 
in  spite  of  Nomcllini.  Tonnemaker,  Bye,  et  al.  Clint  Knitz, 
John  Beletic,  and  Don  Kasperan  spent  considerable  time 
breaking  up  Minnesota's  plays,  while  Norb  Adams  caught 
passes  from  Gorgal  and  did  enough  running  to  lead  both 
teams  in  that  department.

After  trading  touchdowns  with  Purdue  early  in  the  first 
half,  Michigan  began  to  click  in  the  final  one  minute  and 
20  seconds  and  scored  two  quick,  decisive  goals,  making  the 
tally  20-6  at  intermission. 
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Settling  down  to  business  after  the  rest  period,  the  Rivets 
pushed  their  hosts  back  to  their  own  ten  two  different 
times.

The  Boilermakers  showed  the  kind  of  ball  against  Mar- 
quette that  Purdue  students  had  hoped  for  all  season.  The 
game  proved  to  be  a  tune-up  for  the  battle  with  lU.  With 
Norb  Adams  leading  the  way  on  the  ground,  the  Riveters 
racked  up  three  touchdowns  in  the  first  quarter  and  one 
in  each  of  the  last  three.  Norb  collected  1 13  yards  in  just 
eight  tries  to  be  top  man  for  the  afternoon. 


The  scoring  honors  went  to  John  Kerestes,  who  ac- 
counted for  three  of  the  si.x  touchdowns.  Sophomore  center 
Clint  Knitz  got  into  the  show  when  he  snatched  a  Hilltop 
fumble  on  their  25  and  ran  over  the  whole  Marquette  team 
for  a  TD.  Szulborski  and  Adams  each  scored  once.  The 
41-7  track  meet  provided  the  local  crew  with  its  only  home 
victory  in  four  starts. 
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The  thirteenth  "P"  was  added  to  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket 
this  year.  Purdue  beat  Indiana  14-6,  but  the  statistics  give 
the  Riveters  an  even  more  conclusive  victory. 

Purdue  totaled  19  first  dovi'ns  to  12  by  Indiana.  Even 
more  in  Purdue's  favor  was  the  total  yards  rushing  depart- 
ment with  the  local  team  gaining  almost  three  times  as  much 
as  the  Hoosiers.  This  was  due  to  several  sustained  marches. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts  in  the  first  minutes  of  the 

llfjlf  Ot        game  Purdue  took  over  the  ball  on  its  own  five  and  started 

hammering  away  at  the  Indiana  defenses.    Nineteen  plays 

later,  Kerestes  had  scored  and  Trbovich  had  converted  to 

put  the  Rivets  out  in  front  7-0. 

Sustained  marches  seemed  to  be  the  order  of  the  day  as 
Indiana  marched  67  yards  midway  in  the  second  quarter  to 
score  their  only  tally  of  the  day. 

Their  scoring  was  finished  in  the  third  quarter.  Another 
95-yard  drive  ended  in  a  touchdown  by  Kerestes  again.  The 
rest  of  the  game  was  all  Purdue,  but  the  Boilermakers 
weren't  able  to  push  the  ball  across.  Harry  Szulborski  led 
the  team  in  rushing  by  picking  up  110  yards  in  20  attempts. 
Ken  Gorgal  completed  three  passes  in  seven  tries.

The  B  team's  five-game  schedule  included  two  home 
games,  while  they  traveled  three  times.  Playing  Notre 
Dame  and  Illinois  on  a  home-and-home  basis  this  year  and 
a  single  tilt  with  Ohio  State,  the  Rivet  B's  lost  four,  tied 
one. 

Claud  Reeck's  men  opened  the  season  at  South  Bend. 
It  was  a  high-scoring  game,  but  through  brute  force  the 
Irish  won,  28-21. 

The  next  game  was  played  against  the  Illini  here.  It 
ended  in  a  stalemate,  13-13.  Ohio  State  followed  by  play- 
ing host  to  the  Boilermakers.  The  battle  was  an  exact 
duplicate  of  the  Notre  Dame  encounter,  ending  in  the 
Buckeyes'  favor,  28-21. 

In  the  rematch  with  Illinois,  which  was  played  at 
Urbana,  the  hosts  made  up  for  the  tie  game  and  fashioned 
a  41-14  win.  Although  they  fought  hard  in  the  season's 
final,  Purdue  was  whipped  by  the  invincible  Irish,  13-7.

Coach  Mel  Taube's  baseball  squad  proved  the  surprise 
of  the  1949  Western  Conference  season  when  they  jumped 
into  first  place  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.

This  year  marked  Purdue's  first  entrance  into  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association  play,  as  they  were  chosen 
by  NCAA  officials  to  be  one  of  the  four  teams  to  repre- 
sent district  four.  The  Riveters  played  Notre  Dame  in 
the  first  game  of  the  sudden  death  tournament  and  lost  a 
heartbreaker  by  a  1-0  count.  Mel  Henson  went  all  the 
way  for  the  Boilermakers  allowing  only  three  hits,  but 
was  matched  by  big  Walt  Mahamahn  of  the  Irish  who 
gave  but  one  hit,  a  triple  to  promising  sophomore  Dick 
Becker. 


The  season  as  a  whole  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
enjoyed  by  Coach  Taube  during  his  three  year  reign  as 
baseball  coach,  with  the  team  winning  a  total  of  14 
games,  losing  9,  and  tieing  1.  Coach  Taube  was  greatly 
abetted  once  more  by  the  able  assistance  of  Ray  Schalk, 
assistant  coach  and  formerly  a  great  player  in  his  own 
right.  The  only  major  losses  through  graduation  will  be 
second  baseman  Bill  Berberian  and  centerfielder  John 
Chinewicz  with  the  rest  of  the  starting  lineup  remaining 
intact.

Purdue's  1949  track  team  produced  many  outstanding 
athletes,  but  it  was  not  strong  enough,  to  win  many 
meets.  Harold  Omer  and  Charles  May  together  took 
first  places  in  over  half  the  meets.  This  includes  Omcr's 
conference  indoor  60  yard  dash  title  of   :06.3. 

The  broad  jump  was  ably  handled  by  Jewell  Daily 
who  doubled  in  the  shot-put.  At  the  Big  Nine  indoor 
meet,  Jewell  pushed  up  the  conference  record  to  24  feet 
7  inches.  This  and  Omer's  dash  helped  bring  Purdue  a 
fourth  place  in  one  of  the  roughest  leagues  in  the  nation. 

Captain  Larry  Busby,  Purdue's  outstanding  pole  vault- 
er,  placed  in  several  meets  and  tied  for  second  place  in 
the  Purdue  Relays.

Claude  Reeck  did  it  again  this  year  as  his  matmen 
brought  home  their  third  Western  Conference  title  in  as 
many  years.  Five  champions  emerged  from  the  Boiler- 
maker team  in  the  Big  Nine  finals  held  at  Iowa  City. 
Purdue's  margin  of  victory  was  the  greatest  in  the  21 
year  history  of  the  conference,  as  they  more  than  doubled 
the  score  of  runner-up  Ohio  State.

Purdue's  golfers  scorched  many  a  green  last  spring,  as 
a  top  assortment  of  players  turned  in  one  of  the  finest  records 
in  history.  With  players  like  Fred  Wampler,  John  Cleary, 
John  Hare,  Gene  Coulter,  and  Gene  Nemeth  supported  by 
several  less  experienced  but  enthusiastic  athletes,  the  squad 
was  rated  one  of  the  best  in  the  country. 

After  a  short  pre-season  southern  tour,  the  Boilermakers 
began  their  conference  dual  meet  season  by  defeating  Indi- 
ana. 15-12.  This  win  began  their  unbroken  string  of  eight 
dual  meet  victories  in  the  Western  Conference  competition. 
Included  in  these  wins  was  the  greatest  individual  perform- 
ance in  Purdue's  history.  Playing  host  to  Illinois,  the  Riveters 
were  led  to  victory  by  Wampler's  blazing  63,  which  set  a  new 
course  record.  In  the  conference  meet,  Michigan  was  a  de- 
cisive victor  on  her  own  lawn  with  the  Buckeyes  nosing  out 
Loomis  Heston's  Boilermakers  by  five  strokes  for  runner-up 
honors.  Wampler  tied  Ed  Schalon  of  the  Wolverines  for 
medalist  rating,  each  having  a  297  score.

Bad  weather,  poor  training  facilities,  and  unusual  play- 
ing surfaces  were  the  unscheduled  opponents  of  the  1949 
tennis  team.  In  spite  of  this  the  Boilermakers  turned  in  a 
better  than  average  scorecard,  and  with  men  like  Bob 
Scanlon,  Jerry  Kalkofcn,  Ed  Wagner,  and  Al  Jung,  coach 
LaBree  had  a  good  1950  squad. 

Iowa  was  the  first  team  to  face  Purdue  last  year. 
The  Hawkeyes  went  home  with  their  tails  dragging  after 
dropping  all  five  singles  matches  and  the  two  doubles 
contests.  Wabash  was  host  to  the  local  crew  the  next  day 
and  likewise  took  a  beating.  Then  came  the  Notre  Dame 
match.  The  battle  was  not  decided  until  the  final  game 
was  played.    The  Irish  won,  5-4. 

Before  the  Boilermakers  could  win  over  Ball  State,  they 
met  the  steady  Ohio  State  squad.  The  Buckeyes  downed 
their  hosts  7-2.  In  the  ne.xt  two  contests  the  Boilermakers 
lost  to  Wisconsin,  7-0,  and  Michigan  State,  5-2.  However, 
in  the  final  meets  of  the  season,  the  Purdue  men  white- 
washed both  Indiana  and  Butler.

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As  important  to  the  Purdue  sports  scene  as  the  athletes 
themselves  are  the  student  team  managers.  Spending  long 
hours  at  practice  sessions,  managers  in  each  sport  devote 
their  time  toward  aiding  both  coaches  and  players.  Their 
job  is  to  see  that  training  and  the  contests  themselves 
proceed  as  smoothly  as  possible. 

On  the  basis  of  their  showing  as  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores, one  or  two  men,  depending  upon  the  sport,  are 
selected  as  junior  managers.  These  juniors  assume  senior 
managerial  positions  after  an  additional  year  of  work. 

Their  jobs  include  such  things  as  getting  all  equip- 
ment used  by  players  to  and  from  the  field,  scorekeeping, 
refereeing,  and  grounds-keeping.  Also  a  certain  number 
of  special  jobs,  individual  to  each  sport,  keep  the  man- 
agers busy  all  afternoon. 

As  a  reward  for  their  services,  the  junior  and  senior 
managers  are  given  letters,  blankets,  and  P-Men's  cards 
along;  with  the  athletes.

Intramural  Sports  Promote  Athletic  Life 


The  intramural  program  has  long  been  an  important 
and  influencing  factor  in  the  life  of  the  average  male  at 
Purdue.  The  program  was  founded  several  years  ago  by 
the  athletic  department  for  the  sole  purpose  of  encourag- 
ing the  participation  of  all  male  members  of  the  student 
body  and  the  faculty  of  the  University  to  take  part  in 
some  form  of  athletic  activity  or  healthful  recreation. 
Today  the  program  has  expanded  to  the  point  where 
the  intramural  director,  Mr.  M.  L.  Clevett,  requires  an 
assistant,  Mr.  George  Haniford,  to  help  manage  the 
many  details  associated  with  this  department.  To  insure 
fairness  of  the  decisions  of  the  intramural  department, 
the  athletic  staff  has  proclaimed  that  any  officer  of  this 
department  can  be  removed  from  his  job  when  sufficient 
proof  of  his  unfairness  is  presented. 

The  program  has  been  divided  into  the  following  six 
divisions;  fraternities,  Gary  Hall,  Dunroamin,  wards, 
cooperatives,  and  inter-faith  groups,  which  compete  for 
titles  in  their  own  leagues.  The  championship  teams 
then  compete  for  all-campus  honors,  which  are  awarded 
at  the  end  of  each  season.  To  insure  an  equal  basis  for 
competition,  the  intramural  staff  has  created  various 
rules  for  eligibility  which  permit  only  men  of  the  same 
calibre  to  compete  with  each  other.  This  creates  com- 
petitive enthusiasm  among  the  teams  taking  part  in  the 
program.  Evidence  of  the  interest  that  the  student  body 
and  faculty  have  taken  is  substantiated  by  the  fact  that 
over  50,000  participation  hours  were  put  into  this  pro- 
gram during  the  last  year.

During  the  last  year  the  Intramural  Department  has 
sponsored  more  than  eighteen  different  activities  in  order 
to  give  every  man  a  chance  to  take  part  in  athletics  and 
make  use  of  the  Purdue  fieldhouse.

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  participation  trophy,  the  goal 
of  all  organizations  taking  part  in  these  sports,  was 
awarded  to  the  group  with  the  highest  number  of  points 
earned  throughout  the  year.  Last  year  Phi  Kappa  Tau 
won  the  fraternity  division  award.  The  points  for  this 
award  are  given  according  to  the  number  of  events 
entered  and  the  position  attained  at  the  end  of  the 
season. 

The  Intramural  Department  also  sponsored  several  ath- 
letic clubs  this  year  for  men  who  were  interested  in  par- 
ticipating in  various  sports  activities  by  functioning  as 
a  sports  club.

The  year  1949-1950  marks  the  10th  annivcrsaiy  of 
Circle  Pines  on  the  Purdue  Campus.  Named  for  the 
national  cooperative  emblem,  "The  encircled  twin  pines. ' 
our  group  was  started  by  sixteen  charter  members  at  460 
North  Street  in  1939.  With  enlargement  the  organization 
moved  to  225  South  Street  in  the  fall  of  1940. 

The  history  of  this  house  has  been  oni-  of  lively  change. 
Surviving  the  many  problems  of  World  War  II,  Circle 
Pines  expanded  to  twice  its  original  size  to  care  for  the 
returning  veterans  during  the  postwar  period.
